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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art does not teach or suggest a method of 
optimizing a shape of an aperture that includes the steps of a) obtaining a 
normalized image light Intensity slope, b) using the normalized image light 
intensity slope as an index that is related to an exposure amount variation of a 
projection aligner by one dimensional function, c) selecting a common opening 
for the shape of the aperture that is optimized, and d) making the common 
opening into an optimum shape of the aperture. 

Likewise, the prior art does not teach or suggest the method steps set 
forth in claims 2-4.
